AN ARMY BILL. 


Radical Changes in the 
| Service Made. 
President Given Power 

to Increase Force. 


New Artillery Arm Provided 
For—Staff Corps to Be 
Abolished. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The House 
‘Committee on Military Affairs last 
night made public a letter received 
from Secretary Root, transmitting a 
Graft of a bill prepared by the War 
Department for the reorganization of 
the army. 
In the bill, the minimum number of 
men is fixed for each organization with 
a proviso that the President may, in 
his discretion, increase the number of 
enlisted men in any troop,’ battery or 
company, provided that the total num- 
ber of enlisted men authorized for the 
army by Congress shall not at any 
time be exceeded. The peace strength 


of each troop, battery and company is 
fixed in this bill, as now authorized by 
existing law.

ABOLITION OF STAFF CORPS. 

All the promotions in the staff cre- 
ated under the act are to be made from 
the present staff corps, and when va- 
cancies occur by retirement or other- 
wise, the promotions shail be made by 
seniority. Vacancies that cannot be 
filled by such promotions are to be 
filled by detail from the line of the 
army, the details lasting four years, 
after which the officer shall not be 
availabie for staff duty until he has 
served two years in the line. The pro- 
vision for filiing vacancies at the head 
of the various staff >orps is as follows: 

“That upon the occurrence of a va- 
cancy in the office of the adjutant- 
general, inspector-general, judge-advo- 
cate-general, quartermaster-general, 
commissary -general, paymaster-gen- 
eral, chief of ordnance or chief signal 
officer, the President may appoint the 
chief of any of said departments or 
corps from the officers of the army at 
large not below the grade of lieutenant- 
colonel. Provided, that chiefs of 

- or departments shall be 
appointed for terms to continue four 
years, unless sooner terminated by the 
President, and while so serving Shall 
have the rank, pay and allowances 
now authorised for chiefs of said corps 
or departments, and provided that 
when any officer serving a deta!) as 
chief of a staff, corps or department is 
retired, he shall be retired with rank 
and pay now authorized for the chief 
of such staff, corps or department.” 

It is provided also that officers below | 
the grade of lieutenant-colonel m any 
of the above-named departments shall 
serve one year in the line, but shall not 
lose their places in the staff corps.

“The announcement of the existence 
of the Acre Republic and the news of 
ite extinction came almost simulta- 
neously. It was declared in Decem.- 
ber. 1899. and it was not in existence 
in August, 1900. | 

From t me to time, stray newspaper 
articles have mentioned rumers that 
the people of Acre had declared a re- 
public. but the first. positive news to 
that effect was contained in a recent 
Denver dispatch, that Acre 
haa sent a Minister to this country. If 
the Minister has come in good faith he 
is doomed to disappointment. The re- 


country and wiped out its SBhort-lived 
government. This statement has just 
been made by the Bolivian Minister to 
the United States, Sefior Don Fernando 
B. Gauchalla, who has retursed to 
Washington and is staying temporarily 
at the Gordon, preparatory to estab- 
lishing a legation. 

“The iack of information about the 
short h'story of the republic of Acre is 
due chiefly to its remoteness from the 
settled portions f South America. 
There are large tracts of that great 
continent which have never been settled 
and are little known, and there are 
seid to be large sections which have 
never been expiored. 

“The Acre country has not been set- 
tied many years. Until quite lately it 
has never been explored. The explo. ers 
found that it was a great rubber coun- 
try, and that led to its speedy settic- 
ment. It is far away from the thickiy- 
populated poitions of both Bolivia and 
Brazil, but especially Bolivia. The 
country is cn the bo 
Briza!, but it lies within Bolivien ter- 
ritory. It was settled by Brazilian in- 
terests in India rubber. Bolivia, how- 
ever, has declared positively that there 
was no bounda:y dispute between the 
two countries. 

“According to his account of the re- 
bellion, the people of Acre became rest- 
less under the Bolivian system of tax- 
ation. The complaints arose wholly 
from the upper classes, They complained 
of the heavy taxes, which they declared 
burdensome to the growing rubber in- 
dustry. It is claimed business interests 
of Acre were suffering by reason of it. 
Apparently all efforts * induce Bolivia 
to change her system of taxation or 
modify it in the interests of Acre falled. 
and at last, in December of last year, 
the business men of Acre met in con- 
vention and determined to throw off 
the authority of Bolivia. They 2 
claimed an independent republic. 
lender ot the movement was a Span- 
iard named 2 and he was chosen 
first President of Acre. 

“This rebellion differed vastly from 
the ordinary South American revolu- 
tions. Such revolutions are generally 
in the Interests of some politician, who 
desires to make himself President by

This was cha 
in 1830 to 12 cents in the case of for- 
eign vessels. From 1832 to 1842, when 
entering by United States vessels, tea 
was admitted ffee, when on foreign 
vessels the duty was 10 cents a pound. 
During the civil war, on August 6, 
1861, a lö-cent duty was imposed. De- 
cember 24, 1561, it was changed to 20 
cents. June 30, 1864, an additional 5 
cents was added, making it 25 cents. 
This rate was continued to July 14, 
1870, when it was reduced to 16 cents 
a pound. May 1, 1872, it was made 
free, and — June 13, 1898, it was ex- 
empt from duty.

STATE OF TRADE. 


DUN’S WEEKLY REVIEW. 
iBY THE NEW ASeVCIATED A. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—R. G. Dun 
& Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade to- 
morrow will say: “Commercial fail- 
ures in November were 850 in number 
and $12,300,115 in amount of abilities, 
against 782 in October for $9,072,791, and 
| 886 in November last year, when labil 
‘ities were only $8,046, Manufactur- 
ing defaults were but 192 in number 
and $3,883,160 in amount, the bulk of 
the mortality ccourring in trading con- 
cerns, of which 617 faied for $7,506,358. 
There were forty other commercial 
failures, with liabilities of $910,793. 
Four banking and financial companies 
defaulted for $823,000. At first glance 
the November statement 9 very 
unsatisfactory, but it must remem- 
bered that a few heavy failures in 
wool and other textile industries ac- 
count for a large shere of the reported 
Habilities. Aside from this one branch 
of trade, which has naturally suffered 
heavily from the tardy approach of 
winter, the figures show business to be 
on a good foundation. Ho iday retail! 
trade starts off well. The week has 
been characterized by many advances 
in prices, but the most significant is 
the small rise in boots and shoes, 
which of all the great industries has 
been slowest to conform to the min- 
imum improvement. Large demand 
for goods for current consumption is 
the report from nearly all directions. 
The dry goods trade, reccvering after 
recent liquidation, shows business ex- 
panding, but trregularly and slowly. 
Cotton goods show the best results; 
fine brown sheetings advancing from 
6 to 6.20 cents, bleached shir ings from 
7.41 to 7.62 cents, and brown sneeting 
from 5 to 5.12 cents. There is little 
curtailment of output of cotton goods, 
but some milis which usually run on 
export trade are diverting machinery 
to light weights for home use. Rail- 
road earnings for November to date 
show’ 1 per cent. gain over 1899 and 
11.1 per cent. over 1898 Good news 
continues to come from iron and steel 
sections. Sales of pig iron in three 
weeks have aggregated 200,000 tons at 
Chicago, and idle furnaces are going 
into blast. indicating a much larger 
capacity than on November 1. Buying 
of all finished forms in case, and 
some orders are placed at slightly 
higher quotations. Ratlroads are pur- 
chasing most liberally and machinery 
is In special demand. As yet, the ad- 
vance in cotton goods is not at all in 
proportion to the gain in raw material. 
The wool market is recovering from 
the shock of heavy failures, and sales 
at three chief eastern markets 11

Work ‘Will Be Rushed With 4 Big 


Dees as Soon as Sufficient Rock Can 
Be Secured. 


Work on the San Pedro breakwater 
is going along satisfactorily and about 
twenty-five cars of rock of twenty- 
seven tons each are dumped every day. 
The Chatsworth quarry will be opened 
in ebout a month, or as soon as the 
débris can be cleaned out and a rail- 
road track built. Two tunnels are be- 
ing driven into the hill and in the next 
six weeks fifteen tons of giant powder 
will be stored in the drifts and ex- 
ploded. This “shot,” it is expected, 
pad dislodge 100,000 tons of rock, which 
will keep the contractors busy with a 
full foree for several months. The 
trestle work at San Pedro is now built 
into the ocean for a distance of 4500 
feet, or about half its intended h. 
The breakwater proper begins 600 
from the shore, and already 200 feet of 
the stone work shows above the sur- 
face at low water. The magnitude of 
the work may be imagined when it is 
known that the breakwater will be 8809 
feet long. 135 feet wide on the bottom.

HUMOR OF ENGLISH AND 

AMERICAN LITERATURE,

URING the first third of the nine- 
teenth century English wit and 
humor found its soul and center in 
two wide'y different circles—one sup- 
ping weekly in the humble rooms of 
Charles and Mary Lamb, the other din- 
frequently at Holland House 

with the most, brilliant surroundings 
and the most eminent list of guests 
which the period could furnish. In 
each of these groups one man stool pre- 
eminent as a wit and a merry soul— 
Charles Lamb, quaint and lovable, per- 
haps the most genuine of all English 
humorists, and Sydney Smith, brilliant, 
philosophical, “the wittiest of English- 


ings of the * Club. They were 
delightfully informal; one might come 

and go as he pleased—might eat with 
the young and hungry, or sit by “a 
clear fire and a clean hearth” and play 
his rubber of whist instead.
